The  subcommittee  met,  pursuant  to  notice,  at  1:44  p.m.  in  room 
2255,  Rayburn  House  Office  Building,  Washington,  DC,  Hon.  Doug 
Bereuter  (chairman  of  the  subcommittee)  presiding. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  This  subcommittee  session  will  come  to  order. 
The  subcommittee  is  meeting  today  for  two  purposes:  First  of  all, 
to  engage  in  a  markup  of  H.  Con.  Res.  189  and  then  move  to  a 
hearing  on  U.S.  foreign  assistance  to  Asia  and  Pacific. 

First,  the  subcommittee  meets  in  open  session  to  consider  H. 
Con.  Res.  189,  a  concurrent  resolution  expressing  the  sense  of  Con- 
gress regarding  the  importance  of  the  United  States  membership 
in  regional  South  Pacific  organizations.  I  now  ask  the  Clerk  to  re- 
port the  resolution. 

The  Clerk.  H.  Con.  Res.  189,  Expressing  the  sense  of  Congress 
regarding  the  importance  of  the  United  States  membership  in  re- 
gional Pacific  organization. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  Without  objection,  further  reading  of  the  resolu- 
tion will  be  dispensed  with,  printed  in  the  record  and  open  for 
amendment  at  any  point. 

[The  resolution  appears  in  the  appendix.] 

This  resolution  was  introduced  on  June  18,  1996,  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  full  committee,  Mr.  Oilman,  myself,  Mr.  Faleomavaega 
and  this  subcommittee's  ranking  member,  Mr.  Berman. 

Before  we  begin  the  formal  process  of  considering  the  resolution, 
I  have  a  few  comments.  I  will  then  recognize  the  ranking  member 
and  other  members  of  the  subcommittee  and  any  members  of  the 
full  committee  present  for  any  comments  that  they  might  wish  to 
make. 

In  a  world  in  which  the  United  States  must  increasingly  contend 
with  threats  and  defiant  behavior  from  hostile  regimes  and  organi- 
zations, we  are  extremely  fortunate  to  enjoy  close  relations  with 
the  countries  in  the  South  Pacific  region.  Sometimes  we  do  not  de- 
vote the  attention  to  them  that  we  should. 

In  fact,  I  recall  when  I  was  a  congressional  delegate  to  the  Unit- 
ed Nations,  the  leadership  of  our  delegation  to  the  United  Nations 
took  the  occasion  of  my  interest  in  the  South  Pacific  islands  to  host 
a  luncheon  for  all  of  the  permanent  representatives  from  the  South 
Pacific  countries  to  the  United  Nations.  It  was  one  step  on  our 
part — the  part  of  the  Reagan  Administration  at  that  time — to  try

to  improve  our  relationship  with  our  South  Pacific  allies  in  that  re- 
gion. 

In  fact,  if  you  take  a  look  at  the  voting  records  of  those  countries 
in  the  United  Nations,  you  would  find  that  overall  they  are  the 
most  supportive  of  the  United  States'  position  in  the  United  Na- 
tions over  a  period  of  time.  Just  one  small  indicator  and  not  the 
total  method  by  which  one  should  judge  friendship,  support  and  re- 
lations. Nevertheless,  I  think  it  was  an  important  indicator. 

These  countries  with  whom  we  enjoy  deep  historical  ties  have 
been  among  our  strongest  and  most  unwavering  allies.  In  addition, 
there  are  few  other  regions  with  which  we  share  so  many  values 
and  systematic  similarities.  The  importance  that  we  place  on  this 
relationship  is  reflected  in  the  wide  range  of  our  involvement  there. 
The  United  States'  second  largest  donor — the  South  Pacific  Com- 
mission— ^boasts  active  1,000  State  Department  participation  at  its 
various  levels.  We  are  also  a  major  contributor  to  the  South  Pacific 
Regional  Environmental  Program. 

In  September,  Secretary  Christopher  will  be  the  U.S.  representa- 
tive to  the  post-forum  dialog  on  the  South  Pacific  forum.  Our 
friends  in  this  region  have  set  our  treaty  on  fishing  rights  as  a 
model  that  they  would  like  to  emulate  with  other  countries. 

I  can  offer  other  examples  of  our  good  relations  and  the  impor- 
tance of  maintaining  them.  Let  me  just  say  that  I  am  pleased  to 
be  a  co-sponsor  of  H.  Con.  Res.  189  which  will  affirm  the  impor- 
tance of  U.S.  involvement  in  the  South  Pacific.  This  resolution 
sends  a  strong  message  to  our  friends  in  the  region  that  the  U.S. 
Congress  places  the  highest  priority  on  our  strong  relations  and  fu- 
ture commitment  to  full  participation  in  the  vast  array  of  organiza- 
tional exchanges  and  consultations  in  the  Pacific — both  multilat- 
eral and  bilateral. 

I  would  like  to  congratulate  Chairman  Oilman  for  his  leadership 
on  this  issue,  and  I  urge  my  colleagues  to  support  the  resolution. 
And  I  would  be  delinquent  in  my  activities  here  as  chairman  if  I 
did  not  recognize  extraordinary  interest,  dedication  and  commit- 
ment of  the  gentleman  from  American  Samoa  for  his  involvement 
in  pushing  for  this  resolution.  I  thank  the  gentleman  very  much. 

In  fact,  I  would  recognize  the  gentleman  for  any  comments  he 
might  like  to  make. 

Mr.  Faleomavaega.  Mr.  Chairman,  thank  you.  I  certainly  would 
like  to  offer  my  commendation  to  you  and  Chairman  Oilman  for 
your  leadership  and  sensitivity  to  this  region  of  the  world.  Al- 
though with  representation  of  about  28  million  people  living  in  one- 
third  of  the  world's  surface,  I  think  there  is  some  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  the  Pacific  region  is  certainly  important  in  our  interests. 
And  I  really  appreciate  your  leadership  and  participation  for  bring- 
ing about  this  resolution  before  the  subcommittee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  America  continues  its  commitment  to  its  support 
of  and  participation  in  the  region's  most  important  organizations — 
the  South  Pacific  Commission,  the  South  Pacific  Forum  and  the 
South  Pacific  Region  Environmental  Program.  The  United  States' 
involvement  in  these  organizations  reflects  the  fact  that  America 
has  some  special  interest  in  the  South  Pacific — the  investment  in 
training,  strategic  security  and  non-proliferation,  the  Democratic 


Government  viewed  protection  of  the  South  Pacific  environment 
which  encompasses  one-third  of  the  world's  surface. 

Mr.  Chairman,  you  also  knew  that  historically  the  South  Pacific 
unfortunately  has  had  some  bad  experiences.  Our  nuclear  testing 
program  despite  what  was  viewed  as  the  need  for  protection  and 
security,  we  have  a  lot  of  problems  also  with  the  environment  and 
what  had  happened  also  with  French  nuclear  testing  and  the  con- 
cerns of  so  many  of  the  members  of  the  bipartisan  expressing  our 
concerns  to  the  French  Government  of  what  had  happened  recently 
and  I  am  just  glad  that  President  Chirac  of  the  French  Govern- 
ment has  seen  fit  that  they  have  no  involvement  with  any  nuclear 
testing  in  this  region. 

Mr.  Chairman,  the  resolution  before  the  committee  underscores 
the  concerns  of  the  South  Pacific  Governments — often  in  America's 
interest — and  it  is  vital  that  the  United  States  continue  to  partici- 
pate in  these  regional  organizations  and  to  support  the  important 
work  of  the  South  Pacific  commission  that  is  in  the  South  Pacific 
Region  Environmental  Program.  Again,  I  offer  my  accommodation 
to  you  for  your  leadership  in  bringing  this  resolution  for  consider- 
ation by  the  subcommittee. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  Thank  you  very  much.  Any  members  on  the  Ma- 
jority side  who  would  like  to  be  recognized?  The  gentleman  from 
California,  Mr.  Rohrabacher. 

Mr.  Rohrabacher.  I  would  just  like  to  note  that  Congressman 
Faleomavaega  traveled  with  me  recently  to  the  borders  of  Afghani- 
stan and  during  our  trip  we  became  very  well  acquainted  with  one 
another,  although  we  knew  each  other  before.  And  I  think  it  is  sig- 
nificant to  note  that  as  a  Vietnam  veteran  he  represents  the  impor- 
tance of  this  group  of  our  citizens  to  the  United  States  of  America. 
And  America  is  really  a  lucky  country  that  we  have  got  people  who 
can  tie  us  to  various  parts  of  the  world  and  make  sure  that  Amer- 
ica is  relevant  to  various  parts  of  the  world. 

And  last  year  he  led  us  in  our  effort  to  make  sure  that  America 
did  not  take  a  short-sighted  policy  toward  the  French  nuclear  tests 
in  the  South  Pacific  which  I  believe  contributed  greatly  to  the  fact 
that  our  country  now  just  is  not  seen  in  that  part  of  the  world  as 
just  a  pro-European  or  pro-Colonialist  power.  So  I  think  that  this 
resolution  will  have  my  support,  and  I  want  to  thank  the  member 
for  his  leadership  and  thank  the  chairman  for  asking  sure  that  we 
get  this  through  in  this  legislative  session.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Rohrabacher.  Mr.  Berman,  at  the 
suggestion  of  your  staff  and  in  agreement  with  Mr.  Faleomavaega, 
we  went  ahead  to  begin  the  consideration  of  this  resolution.  Are 
there  any  remarks  that  the  gentleman  would  like  to  make  at  this 
point? 

Mr.  Berman.  Good  resolution,  good  amendment. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  Thank  you.  I  appreciate  the  gentleman's  succinct- 
ness and  his  brevity. 

Mr.  Faleomavaega.  Will  the  chairman  yield? 

Mr.  Bereuter.  Yes,  I  will  yield. 

Mr.  Faleomavaega.  I  appreciate  the  gentleman  from  California's 
remarks.  I  think  this  has  always  been  the  basis  of  our  working  re- 
lationship in  the  committee  and  that  has — to  the  recent  visit  to  Af- 


ghanistan  and  that  troubled  spot  of  the  world,  known  also  histori- 
cally to  the  subcommittee. 

I  was  privileged  to  also  travel  with  the  distinguished  gentleman 
from  California,  Mr.  Bob  Dornan  and  former  Congressman  Steve 
Solarz.  We  went  to  the  South  Pacific  and  because  of  visit  to  know 
the  importance  in  making  the  sacrifices  that  Americans  have  made 
during  World  War  II  that  as  a  gift  to  the  American  people  to  the 
Solomon  Islands  Government  the  Battle  of  Guadalcanal  that  was 
so  famous  and  most  of  us  have  known  historically.  And  that  we 
then  were  able  to  appropriate  $5  million  to  building — Solomon  Is- 
lands Government. 

I  suggest  that  the  American  people  recognize  the  importance  of 
these  islands  when  we  fought  there  during  World  War  II.  And 
again,  in  the  spirit  of  bipartisanship,  I  want  to  say  this  to  my  good 
friend,  Mr.  Rohrabacher,  that  this  has  always  been  the  basis  of  our 
modus  operandi  and  I  commend  the  chairman  for  bringing  this 
spirit  of  working  together  and  to  see  that  there  are  common  inter- 
ests on  both  sides  of  the  island,  certainly  for  the  needs  of  our  coun- 
try and  I  appreciate  the  gentleman's  comments. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  The  gentleman  yields  back  the  balance  of  his 
time.  Jon.  It  is  the  Chair's  pleasure  to  announce  the  presence  and 
involvement  of  the  newest  member  of  the  subcommittee,  the  gen- 
tleman from  Pennsylvania,  Mr.  Fox.  Mr.  Fox,  welcome  to  the  Asia 
and  Pacific  Subcommittee.  We  are  very  pleased  to  have  you  as  a 
member  of  the  subcommittee  as  well  as,  of  course,  a  recent  addition 
to  the  full  committee.  Does  the  gentleman  have  any  comments?  I 
recognize  him. 

Mr.  Fox.  First  of  all,  I  want  to  thank  the  chairman  and  my  col- 
leagues for  allowing  me  to  join  the  committee.  I  am  very  much  in- 
terested in  working  closely  with  each  of  you  and  I  thank  the  chair- 
man for  his  leadership  on  this  panel.  I  would  like  to  salute  Chair- 
man Gilman,  Mr.  Berman,  and  Mr.  Faleomavaega  for  your  vision 
in  drafting  the  House  Concurrent  Resolution  189  which  expresses 
our  sense  of  the  importance  of  the  United  States  membership  and 
participation  in  regional  South  Pacific  organizations. 

As  you  know,  the  United  States  and  the  nations  of  the  South  Pa- 
cific region  have  long  enjoyed  a  close  and  productive  friendship 
with  shared  value  and  support  for  democracy  development  and 
human  rights.  As  a  new  member  of  the  subcommittee,  I  am  proud 
to  support  this  important  legislation  which  highlights  the  vital  im- 
portance of  our  South  Pacific  allies  and  emphasizes  our  commit- 
ment to  continuing  our  strong  partnership  in  the  region.  I  thank 
you,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  Thank  you  very  much,  Mr.  Fox.  If  there  are  no 
further  preliminary  comments,  the  resolution  will  be  open  for 
amendment  at  any  point.  I  understand  that  the  gentleman  from 
American  Samoa,  Mr.  Faleomavaega,  has  an  amendment  he  wishes 
to  offer,  is  that  correct? 

Mr.  Faleomavaega.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  do  have  an  amendment.

Mr.  Bereuter.  The  Clerk  will  report  the  amendment. 

The  Clerk.  The  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Faleomavaega.  In  the 
second  clause  of  the  preamble

Mr.  Faleomavaega.  Permission  to  suspend  the  reading  of  the 
amendment. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  Without  objection,  the  gentleman  is  recognized  to 
explain  his  amendment. 

Mr.  Faleomavaega.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman.  This  is  a  friendly 
amendment  and  I  certainly  appreciate  the  fact  that  it  has  the  sup- 
port of  Chairman  Gilman  and  members  of  the  subcommittee.  This 
amendment,  Mr.  Chairman,  simply  incorporates  technical  changes 
in  conjunction  also  with  the  State  Department  for  factual  accuracy 
and  clarification.  It  recognizes  the  significant  contributions  of  two 
other  important  institutions  in  the  Pacific  region  and  that  is  the 
East- West  Center  in  Hawaii  in  the  Pacific  Islands  Conference. 

In  1968,  Congress  established  the  East-West  Center  to  foster  mu- 
tual understanding  and  cooperation  among  the  governments  and 
people  of  the  Asian  Pacific  region.  Mr.  Chairman,  the  East-West 
Center  has  done  an  outstanding  job  in  its  mission.  In  particular, 
it  significantly  promoted  positive  relations  between  the  United 
States  and  the  South  Pacific  nations  as  well  as  with  Asia. 

In  1980,  the  East-West  Center  facilitated  the  establishment  of 
the  Pacific  Islands  conference.  The  only  reason  for  this  organization 
was  to  bring  together  heads  of  government  in  the  South  Pacific 
without  regard  to  political  status.  The  triennial  meetings  in  the  Pa- 
cific Islands  conference  of  leaders  identified  targets,  research, 
trade,  environment  and  development.  This  research  was  subse- 
quently conducted  for  the  research  center's  Pacific  Islands  program. 
The  efforts  of  the  center  for  Pacific  Islands  conference  have  contrib- 
uted tremendously  to  the  progress,  the  responsibility  sustaining 
economic  development  in  the  region.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  urge  my  col- 
leagues to  adopt  this  amendment  and  I  further  urge  the  passage 
of  this  House  Concurrent  Resolution  189. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  I  thank  the  gentleman.  Is  there  further  discus- 
sion of  the  gentleman's  amendment? 

Mr.  Kim.  Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  The  gentleman  from  California,  Mr.  Kim. 

Mr.  Kim.  I  am  not  disagreeing  or  objecting.  I  just  have  one  ques- 
tion to  you,  the  gentleman  from  Samoa.  You  like  to  say  what  coun- 


tries  take  out  a  place  in  organization.  Just  out  of  curiosity,  why  is 
that?  Is  there  some  special  reason  why  you  need  to  work  govern- 
ments instead  of  countries? 

Mr.  Falkomavakga.  I  think  one  of  the  unique  features  in  some 
of  the  working  relationships  that  currently  exist  in  the  Pacific  re- 
gion is  that  we  have  some  of  the  territories  involved  also  with  some 
of  these.  For  example,  one  of  the  unique  features,  and  I  think  it 
is  something  that  I  am  proud  of,  the  fact  that  American  Samoa  is 
a  U.S.  territory.  But  basically  when  you  talk  about  the  culture  and 
heritage  and  the  history  of  my  people  that  I  can  say  the  same  thing 
can  be  spoken  of  by  my  Polynesian  cousins  living  in — and  the  Tahi- 
tians  in  French  Polynesia  or  the  Samoans  in  the  independent  state 
of  Western  Samoa.  If  you  talk  about  the  ethnicity  of  the  problems 
that  we  see  here,  the  commonality  that  I  find  myself,  and  I  do  not 
remember  my  cousins,  but  the  rest  of  the  Polynesian  communities 
within  the  spectrum  of  the  Pacific  region,  I  think  this  is  the  reason 
why  we  have  structured  it  in  such  a  way  that  this  is  the  reason 
why  some  are  not  known  as  countries  but  simply  as  governments. 

Mr.  KIM.  Thank  you.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  Bf:reuter.  Is  there  further  discussion  on  the  amendment? 
The  Chair  would  say  that  he  supports  the  gentleman's  amendment. 
The  question  then  is  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment.  As  many 
as  are  in  favor  will  say  "aye". 

[Chorus  of  ayes.] 

Mr.  Bereuter.  All  those  opposed  will  say  "no". 

The  ayes  appear  to  have  it.  The  ayes  do  have  it.  The  amendment 
is  agreed  to.  Are  there  further  amendments  to  the  resolution?  If 
there  are  no  further  amendments,  the  Chair  will  entertain  a  mo- 
tion to  report  the  resolution  to  the  full  committee. 

Mr.  Berman.  I  do. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  The  gentleman  from  California  rules  that  the 
subcommittee  reports  H.  Con.  Res.  189  as  amended  to  the  sub- 
committee, to  the  Committee  on  International  Relations  with  the 
recommendation  that  the  resolution  as  agreed  to  be  favorably  re- 
ported to  the  full  House.  The  question  is  on  the  motion,  the  gen- 
tleman from  California.  As  many  are  in  favor  say  "aye". 

[Chorus  of  ayes.] 

Mr.  Bereuter.  All  those  opposed  will  say  "no". 

The  ayes  appear  to  have  it.  The  ayes  do  have  it.  And  the  motion 
is  agreed  to.  Without  objection,  the  motion  to  reconsider  is  laid  on 
the  table.  Also  without  objection,  the  staff  director  will  be  author- 
ized to  make  technical,  grammatical  and  confirming  changes  to  the 
text  just  agreed  to.
